TORONTO (CP) — The On¬ 
tario |>ouritl— Commission is 
looking Into a complex series 
of deHla that followed forma¬ 
tion of Toronto-based Interna¬ 
tional Mariner Resources Ltd. 
last year through the merger 
of five mining companies. 

A nunvl)er of shareholders 
of the company and related 
firms have Iwen summoned to 
the commission office and ex¬ 
amined In closed sessions. 
They were told to Inform only 
their lawyers hut word of the 
investigation has spread 
through the Toronto financial 
community. 

Norton Cooper, president of 
International Mariner and 
subsidiaries Sliver Shield 
Mines Ltd. and Saskohn 
Mines Ltd., says he has no 
knowledge of an Investigation.

My suggestion Is this: In 
the last few years there has 
t>ern a very large increase In 
the number of genetic coun¬ 
seling services. These are 
pretty much limited to the 
large medical centers, hut 
since you live in a large city, 
you won't have to go far to 
find one. Ask your doctor to 
refer you to such a place, and 
gel an exjierf opinion. That 
should help to satisfy Imth you 
and your fiancee.

In Defence of Tradition 


PROM THE DAYS WHEN IT WAS The British 
* Colonist more than a century ago, this news¬ 
paper has npver wavered in its loyalty to the 
Crown nor neglected, when the occasion seemed to 
demand it, to defend the royal symbolism. 

Whenever there has been an instance of the 
government’s down-grading of the traditions stem¬ 
ming from the monarchical connection — and they 
have not been infrequent with the Quebec-orientat¬ 
ed governments at Ottawa — this newspaper has 
protested and resisted, mostly without avail. 

The deliberate destruction of institutions or 
organizations because of their British origin or 
Character seems as reprehensible as the distortion 
of history, something Canadians frown upon when 
they observe it in the United States or the Soviet 
Union but which is tolerated in their own land. An 
example is the contradictory versions of the events 
on the Plains of Abraham in 1759, as told to visi¬ 
tors to Quebec by French- or English-speaking 
guides in the Citadel. 

Canadians for the most part have been dis¬ 
tressed at the passing of flags and identifying 
marks and names which smacked of the British 
heritage. They accepted helplessly, but hardly with 
indifference, the erasing of the proudly-worn 
‘'royal” designation in the military system. 

The changing of the Royal Canadian Navy’s 
name to the uninspired and unimaginative sea ele¬ 
ment of the Canadian Forces, and of the Royal Ca¬ 
nadian Air Force’s distinguished designation in the 
same way, hurt not only the people who had served 
in these forces but chipped a bit away from the 
facade of what was once a united Canada. 

Regimental connections with old British units 
have been severed, the Royal Mail has become 
Canada Post, Information Canada seems to have 
supplanted the Queen’s Printer, and Dominion 


Bureau of Statistics, and any other such named 
bureau or department, becomes Statistics Canada, 
presumably because “dominion” suggests to some 
people something faintly colonial. And of course all 
the new names must have their French counter¬ 
part. 

In this atmosphere of suspicion as to the gov 
ernment’s intentions, John Diefenbaker denounced 
the alteration of identifying marks on Royal Cana 
dian Mounted Police cam and stations. He had al- 
ready expressed resentment that the historic force 
must also be known as Gendarmerie Royale du 
Canada — and so did many others. 

News of the altered identity marks for RCMP 
cam reached the B.C. legislature Thursday when 
George Mussalem, a well-intentioned Social Credit 
member from Dewdney, brandished a newspaper 
illustration. Under a large RCMP insiginia bearing 
the royal crown “POLICE” was printed in big capi¬ 
tals and below the fuller identification in smaller 
lettering. 

Attorney - General Leslie Peterson seemed to 
jump to the conclusion the Ottawa government had 
changed the name of the force, or was about to. 
British Columbia would retaliate, he said, by creat 
ing a “royal” police force of its own. But the 
minister, it appears, Is blowing up a tempest in a 
teacup. Solicitor General Jean-Pierre Goyer insists 
there Is no Intention of changing this particular 
designation or, as some would have it, abolishing 
the force — much as a few would like to do. His 
word must be accepted. 

In any event, in the face of threats such as Mr. 
Peterson saw in the altered lettering on police cam, 
the proper action is to fight the issue before it 
becomes an accomplished fact. Or, better still, get 
rid of a government which tolerates such tamper¬ 
ing with tradition. 


Impaired-Driving Suspensions 


r [E BRITISH COLUMBIA and federal govern¬ 
ments seem to be on collision courses in re¬ 
gard to licence suspensions for impaired driving. In 
the provincial legislature, Attorney-General Leslie 
Peterson has introduced a bill providing for manda¬ 
tory and complete suspensions. In Ottawa, the gov¬ 
ernment’s proposed Criminal Code amendments for 
this year include provision for easier treatment of 
those who make a living through driving. 

The federal amendment would lessen the im¬ 
pact of Impaired driving and breath-test law on 
such persons as truck drivers and travelling sales¬ 
men by permitting the courts to restrict suspen 
aions to personal, and not occupational, use of 
motor vehicles. The provincial amendment of the 
Motor Vehicle Act, to the contrary, would require 
the superintendent of motor vehicles to impose a 
one-month complete sus|K>nsion on every person 
convicted of a federal drinking-driving offence for 
the first time, and a six-month full suspension for a 
second or subsequent offence within five years. 

In favor of the federal legislation, the ar¬ 
gument will be heard that the man who depends on 


driving for his livelihood pays an extra penalty for 
an offence through outright suspension. He is not 
only subjected to an inconvenience t nd perhaps a 
transportation expense, as others may be, but tem¬ 
porarily at least to the loss of his job. 

But the other side is that facing the certainty 
that a conviction will cost him so much, the person 
whose work entails driving should and probably 
will be the more careful not to forfeit the right to 
drive. 

Last year, according to Mr. Peterson, there 
was a 20 per cent Increase in impaired driving con¬ 
victions in British Columbia, to 13,309. That figure, 
representing only the fraction who didn’t get away 
with It, should be enough to convince almost every¬ 
one that stiffer sanctions are needed, and there can 
belittle doubt that mandatory licence deprival 
would be among the best of deterrents. If the feder¬ 
al and provincial laws are bound for a clash, there¬ 
fore, we hope the attorney-general is right in think¬ 
ing that B.C. amendment will remain effective be 
cause the province issues the licences and can take 
them away.

Today, nearly two years 
after the divorce, the turgid 
mass of the mail moves at the 
snme glacial pace.

Elmer Ccrin, a Washington 
lawyer who has made himself 
a postal expert, did a careful 
study last year on first-class 
mall delivery. He concluded 
that a program heralded as 
making better use of man- 
jsiwer and equipment had re¬ 
sulted in Increasing mail han¬ 
dling time by ‘29 per cent for 
outgoing letter mail originat¬ 


ing and destined for the na¬ 
tion's 10 principal post offices. 
The Cerin study was put in 
tl»e Congressional Record by 
Sen. Gale McGee, chairman 
of the post office and civil ser¬ 
vice committee, with the 
threat that the Post Office 
Reorganization Act would be 
greatly modified or even re- 
liealed If things did not look 
up. 

A fair-minded man, Cerin 
says there has been a slight 
improvement since he did hi* 
study.

Globe and Mall, and one by 
police. 

"These picture* do show 


that that young man was 
going through a great deal of 
agony In having his picture 
taken," the judge said. 

Earlier Friday, Mr. D/lar- 
ski said he wo* »tru<;!f repea¬ 
tedly In the face by the police 
who arrested him. He said he 
Injured his hack when he was 
loused Into a p ol i o* van, and 
eventually was taken lo htwpi- 
(al where he received three 
stitches for a gash in ni» 
head.

COLERAINE. Northern Ire¬ 
land (UP1) - A 24-year-old 
Londoner told the Inquiry in¬ 
vestigating the deatha of 13 ci¬ 
vilian* In Londonderry Jan. 30 
he taw 24 gunmen firing on 
BriUah troop* in the Roman 
Catholic Bogiide area during 
a civil right* march on 
"Bloody Sunday." 

Lealie Bedell told l/>rd 
Chief Juitice Wkigery. con¬ 
ducting the one-man inquiry, 
he was in Londonderry that 
day on vacation and to aee 
"some of what was going on 
In Northern Ireland." 

He said he wa* on Westland 
Street when about two dozen 
men piled out of cars. He said 
they all tarried rifle* and 
wore black beret*, headgear 
adapted by the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army. 

He said he saw the men fir¬ 
ing, presumably at soldiers, 
on Rossville Street. They fired 
about 50 rounds in 15 minutes 
before running across the 
street and disappearing into a 
building, he said. 

Mrs. Mai*y Bonner, 31, 
sister of one of the 13 dead 
and the first relative of those 
shot to testify, told Wldgery 
she saw British soldiers, "fir¬ 


ing from the hip,” gun down a 

boy. 

"From my verandah I saw 
the march coming down Wil¬ 
liam Street. Then they 
stopped at Chamberlain 
Street and came running back 
down Roasville Street with 
two armored cars behind 
them," she said. 

"Some soldiers jumped out 
and one went down on his 
knee and shot. Another soldier 
jumped out and. firing from 
the hip, shot a boy in the back 
who then fell forward," she 
said. 


Mrs. Bonner, who lives in 
one of the three highrise 
Roasville Flats, said she also 
saw her brother, Hugh Gil¬ 
more, shot along with two 
others. 

"None of the boys I saw 
shot had weapons," she said. 

Charles McDaid of London¬ 
derry said he saw "a soldier 
with a man on the ground at 
the comer of the Flats. He 
was Just holding him by the 
arm at that Ume and then a 
second soldier came out and 
kicked him." McDaid said he 
heard a shot and saw the man 
holding his side. 


Another Bogslde woman, 
Mrs. Isobel Duffy, said site 
saw a young boy shot In the 
back and soldiers fired at her 
while she was standing on her 
balcony. 

A Roman Catholic priest 
told of a moment of terror 
when a British paratroo|>er 
barked a command during the 
riot. 

"He shouted 'move or 
you’re dead' or, ‘move and 
you’re dead’,*' said Rev. 
Terence O'Keefe. "It was a 
terrible moment because we 
were not sure exactly what he 
said." 


He said he saw eight dead 
during the disturbances. One 
was a young man who fell 
clutching a wound in the 
stomach and three other* 
were men killed running 
across an apartment court¬ 
yard. 

O'Keefe said he saw no 
firearms carried by civilians.

$5 Million Cash 


BONN (UPI) — The West German government paid $5 
million ransom to a Palestinian commando group to obtain 
the release of a hijacked airliner and 14 of Us crew from 
southern Yemen, Transportation Minister George Leber said 
Friday. 


Five armed commandos re¬ 
leased the $24.8 million Luft¬ 
hansa Boeing 747 jumbo jet 
and the crew members 
Wednesday In Aden, the 
southern Yemen capital, after 
s secret code word was 
. flashed by radio from Beirut 
to climax a cloak-and-dagger 
operation carried out in three 
countries of Europe and the 
Middle East. 

In tlie first government 
statement on the outcome of 
the hijacking, Leber said the 
decision to pay the ransom 
had been based on the as¬ 
sumption that the lives of the 
crew were in "acute danger." 

He called the hijackers "the 
most bloodthirity group aeen 
until now." 

Leber said a letter from a 
group calling Itself the "or¬ 
ganization for victims of Zion¬ 
ism" and claiming reaponsl- 
' billty for the hijacking ar- 
t rived Tuesday at Lufthansa 
headquarters in Cologne. 

The letter, posted In Co¬ 
logne several hours after the 
Jumbo Jet had been diverted 
to Aden, threatened to blow 
up the plane, demanded the 
ransom and gave detailed In¬ 
structions on how the money 
■hould be bended over. The 
ransom was then paid.

Larsen said costs of double 
and triple vaccines arc high 
and his department doesn't 
feel at this time that it is 
ready to vaccinate children 
against mumps at the addi¬ 
tional qost. 

He said the department is 
more interested in the double 
vaccine that protects against 
measles and rubella — Ger¬ 
man measles. 

Larsen said the double vac¬ 
cine. in the long run, might 
save money because only one 
injection is required instead 
of two. 

The provincial government 
provides free vaccinations for 
a variety of diseases, includ¬ 
ing measles, German 
measles, polio, typhoid, diph¬ 
theria, yellow fever and rtieu- 
matir fever.

MONTREAL (CP) - Mayor

He also said there would be 
no “special taxes" to cover 
the cost of the games and that 
construction that will be done 
for the Olympics would sim¬ 
ply provide installations that 
the city would have to build 
anyway. 

Drapeau also said the 
games could be largely fin¬ 
anced out of statutory grants 
for such things as public hous¬ 
ing or for educational institu¬ 
tions which will use some of 
the facilities afterwards.

Plaques Presented 

Old Salt Surprised 
By Crew Reception 


An old English sailor who 
has served aboard many 
naval and civilian vessels as 
a steward received a welcome 
from unex]>ected quarters this 
week during a visit to Vic¬ 
toria. 

Personnel ahoai*d the HMCS 
Rainbow*, who learned that 
John James Elliott, 80, of 
Darlington, County of Dur¬ 
ham, was in town, arranged a 
reception for him which in¬ 
cluded a tour of the Esqui- 
nialt-hased submarine and 
presentation of two plaques. 

One of the plaques symbo¬ 
lized the old cruiser HMCS 
Rainbow which Elliott had 
served aboard as valet in 1910 
and 1911 to Capt. J. D. D. 
Stewart, the ship’s command¬ 
ing officer. The other plaque 
symbolized the submarine 
which was given the same 
name. 

“It was such a surprise. 


They guve me a plaque of the 
old HMCS Rainbow and a pla¬ 
que of the submarine for 
which I am very much ol>- 
ligetl. I’ll treasure them,’’ El¬ 
liott said. 

“I had great pleasure in 
seeing the old naval land¬ 
marks in Esquimau," he said. 

Elliott began his naval ca¬ 
reer with the Royal Navy in 
1908 when he served aboard 
tlie HMS Vernon as an assis¬ 
tant steward. The Vernon, an 
old wooden ship, was used for 
a torjiedo school. 

In 1910, he transferred to 
the Rainbow and served 
aboard the ship for 18 months. 

“When the Rainbow' re¬ 
turned to England, I had me 
chance of taking me leave in 
Esquimau," Elliott said. He 
said he left the Rainbow and 
obtained work as a steward 
with various Cunudian Pacific 


and Grand Trunk pas s e ng e r 
vessels for the next lew 

years. 

“I did all kinds of job# In 
those years — you had to do it 

to live." 

In 1914, Elliott joined th« 
training naval sloop HMCS 
Shearwater. He was then 
c alled back for duty with the 
RN and served in destroyer 
service from 1917 to 1919 In 
the Atlantic convoys. He 
transferred from ship to ship 
as a first steward. 

Alter the First World War, 
Elliott returned to Darlington 
and worked there as a ma¬ 
chinist in a railway locomo¬ 
tive plant. He retired in 1956 
and still lives in his home 
town. 

Elliott was married in 1920. 
His wife, Rose, died recently. 
He plans to stay with his 
sister in Victoria for another 
month before returning home.

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Eskimo Adoption Legal 


YELLOWKNIFE, N.W.T. (CP) — Adoption 
of children as practised by Canada’s Eskimo people 
is legal and binding, Mr. Justice William Morrow 
of the Northwest Territories court ruled this week. 

Traditional verbal agreements to give or ac¬ 
cept children for adoption, within the social and 
moral code of the Eskimo community, are legally 
binding even though no court procedure is in¬ 
volved, he said. 

The decision involved the case of a mother 
of four daughters who sought to reverse the adop¬ 
tion of one of her children. 

Until now, there had been no specific court 
ruling on the legal status of custom adoption. 

Morrow, In a 19-page judgment, said the child 
was given away when the mother became ill and 
required prolonged treatment in Edmonton. 


The father was unable to take care of the 
girls, so they were given to families of friends and 
relatives. 

S’ln the days before mothers’ allowances and 
welfare, it was not uncommon for unwanted chil¬ 
dren to be destroyed by the mother immediately 
at birth and before she had developed any affec¬ 
tion for the child,” Morrow' said. 

“This custom of handling surplus children was 
obviously born of necessity, the need of the primi¬ 
tive community to survive.” 

Morrow' said the coming of the white man with 
police and court discouraged the custom of killing 
unwanted or surplus babies, so the custom of giv¬ 
ing them out in adoption “has probably increased 
and become more important than ever before.”

by doctors from medical 
schools of the University of 
Chicago, Columbia, Texas and 
Alabama. They said the de¬ 
vice was cheap, efficient and 
reliable. 

Dr. L. C. Gravlee, who de¬ 
veloped the device over a 
period of 12 years, said early 
detection was critical in treat¬ 
ing cancer of the womb. 

f ASrdvlee said 3.500 Ameri¬ 
can women died of the dis¬ 
ease in 1970 and pointed out 
that his washer had proven 
“twice as effective” as the 
“Pap smear” test in diagnos¬ 
ing the disease. Previously, 
the only reliable test for de¬ 
tecting cancer of the womb 
required surgery. 

The physician said his de¬ 
vice could he used by general 
practitioners during routine 
checkups but stressed that the 
washer was simply a method 
for detection of the disease, 
not a cure. 

Gravlee’s device consists 
of two tubes attached to a 
syringe. A saline solution is 
injected Into the uterus bath¬ 
ing the walls of the womb and 
then drawn out bringing with 
it a sample of cells and tis¬ 
sues. 

The contents can then he 
subjected to laboratory tests. 

Dr. Creighton Edwards of 
the University of Texas said 
the Gravlee device is “easy, 
doesn’t hurt and can he done 
in a few minutes in the doc¬ 
tor’s office.” 

With early detection of the 
disease, he said cancer of the 
womb could be cured with 
surgery or radiation treat¬ 
ments in 90 per cent of the 
cases. 

While the “Pap smear” is 
reliable for detecting cancer 
of the cervix, Dr. George 
Weld of the University of Chi¬ 
cago said the pap method has 
a “high failure” rate in de¬ 
tecting cancer of the womb. 

He advocated testing with 
the Gravlee device of “every 
women who is one year past 
menopause.” 


Cheque Help 

It All 
Adds 
Up

LOS ANGELES - When 
Maxine left for college, she 
carried with her a prized pos¬ 
session: a chequebook of her 
own. 

And every time she used it, 
she diligently kept a record in 
the register. But as her some¬ 
what bemused hometown 
hanker informed her father, 
she had a slight misunder¬ 
standing of the procedure. 

Instead of subtracting each 
cheque from the balance, she 
added it. 

Maxine isn’t alone. The vast 
majority of chequebook mis¬ 
takes, it seems, are made by 
women. Bu( before any male 
chauvinists puff up with 
pride, it should he pointed out 
that women also handle the 
vast majority of U.S. cheque¬ 
books. 

Well, perhaps tx»fuddled 
cheque-writers, male and fe¬ 
male, will now be able to 
relax. The cheque division of 
Diamond International Corp. 
has come up with a slim plas¬ 
tic adding machine (or sub¬ 
tracting machine) that fits 
into your chequebook. 

“It's based on the simplest 
of premises,” notes Richard 
Hewett, manager of Diamond. 
“Americans have a hell of 
a time adding and subtract¬ 
ing.” 

The gadget looks simple 
enough. I had a series of num¬ 
bered wheels. Using a ball¬ 
point pen or a pointer, you 
just turn the wheels to add in 
a deposit. 

Then when you write a che¬ 
que you flip the adder over 
and crank in the amount of 
the cheque. Automatically 
your new balance appears. 

In case you forget, the

“chequebook balancer" as It’s 
called has “deposit” in large 
letters on one side and “de¬ 
duct" in equally large type on 
the other. 

The machine is simply a set 
of wheels connected with 
gears, and that type of adder 
has t>een around for years. 
What makes the chequebook 
balancer new is that you don’t 
have to remember to turn the 
wheels one way to add and 
the other way to subtract. All 
you do is flip to the "deposit" 
or “deduct" side and crank In 
the numhers. 

Getting all that to fit into a 


chequebook wasn’t easy, He- 
wett says. The gears are plas¬ 
tic hut ure molded to an accu¬ 
racy of up to ten-thousandth 
of an inch. 

Hewett plans to peddle the 
gadget to hanks which in turn 
can give them dr sell them to 
their customers. Hanks in 
Boston and Washington. D.C , 
have ordered them, and three 
California hanks are interest- - 
ed. 

He says the devioe will save 
hanks money by cutting down 
Inquiries from customers who 
haven't a clue as to how much 


money they have left. And It 
could save consumers the cost 
and bother of a cheque that 

"iHiunces." 

The gadget maizes a stan¬ 
dard -chequebook just a hit too 
bulky for a man's jacket jac¬ 
ket, Jewett admits, hut that 
doesn't Isdher him, because 
most chequei)ooks are in 
purses, not pockets. 

“More than SO per tent of 
cheque purchases are made 
hy women, therefore it seems 
they handle most of the na¬ 
tion's household accounts," he 
■ays.

NEW YORK (AP) - How 
would you like to store your 
ice cubes in a refrigerator 
made of dried leaves and old 
newspapers; listen to a nine- 
cent radio made from an old 
juice can and, if you go to the 
hospital, use a clear, vinyl in¬ 
flatable bed-pan? 

That’s the vision of Victor 
Papanek, a dapper, mus- 
tached industrial designer 
who doesn't believe in patents 
or the traditional esthetic val¬ 
ues of hia profession. Specifi¬ 
cally, he says that designers 
should become more socially 
responsible and teach ghetto- 
dwellers that “design belongs 
to them — not to the people 
who make things. 

“liook out the window," Pa¬ 
panek said, pointing to a 


forest of skyscra[>er8 amidst a 
swarm of smog. “All of this 
was designed by people who 
want things to look good. It's 
a bummer. 

"In the past, things were 
made to work; today, they’re 
made to sell. We need to start 
designing things that people 
need." 

What do people need? 

Papanek, dean of the school 
of design at the California In¬ 
stitute of the Arts, held up a 
square “sandwich" of alter¬ 


nating layers of compressed 
leaves and dried news|iaj*ers. 

“We call it 'Fibreleaves," 
he said. “It does the same 
insulation job as styrofoam, 
hut it’s biodegradable, costs 
nothing to make but the lalxir, 
and is coated with silicone to 
make it last longer." 

He said he had Invented It 
with his colleagues to use in a 
low-cost cooling unit for Third 
World countries. “It’s not pa¬ 
tented. Anyone is welcome to 
it," he said. “The im|>ortant 


thing is that It ought to l»e 
produced.” 

His attitude, and a descrip¬ 
tion of the nine-cent radio for 
Third World use, comprise the 
basis of Papanek'R new tmok, 
Design for the Real World, a 
rallying cry to make the de¬ 
signer consider the public. 
Papanek says that designers 
should stop wasting their time 
on such reckless items as 
parakeet diapers, 14-carat 
gold toilet seats, lighters that 
look like cars and cars that 
kill you.

Canada’s 
Day Care 
‘Abysmal’ 


OTTAWA (CP)—Day 
care in Canada for pre- 
school children is in lim¬ 
bo, says Dr. James Grip- 
Ion of Carleton Univer¬ 
sity’s school of social 
work. 

In a atudy commissioned by 
the Canadian Council on So¬ 
cial Development, he taid the 
utandard it far below that of 
aimilar programs elsewhere, 
including the Soviet Union 
and China. 

The national aurvey of day- 
rare services was federally 
financed and thows, he said, 
that Canada's existing pro¬ 


grams might well be oalled 
non-day care. 

•‘Abysmal” was hit word. 
Soviet and Chinese programs 
were rated tops in availabil¬ 
ity, program content, quality 
ol facilities and equipment 
and staff training. European 
programs fell short. 

“We’ll have a long, long 
way to go to really serve the 
total development needs of 
the child,” Gripton said. 

One of the most apparent 
tailings of day care in Canada 
is its scarcity, the study said. 

Data collected in 1968 and 
1969 said that in those years 
an estimated 50,000 children 
were enrolled in some type of 
licensed pre-school iirogram. 


14,000 of them In full-dsy pro¬ 
grams. 

In inid-1968, the estimated 
number of children between 
infancy and 7 years in Canada 
was 2,955,900. 

“It's clear that day care 
serves only a very small pro¬ 
portion of working mothers; 
only 3 per cent of them had 
children enrolled In full day 
care." 

It is true, the study report¬ 
ed, that enrolments are in- 

But tile growth factor itseli 
is slow, and while several n»*w 
centres have opened since the 
study was done, many have 
simply cancelled out the clos¬ 
ing of nthera, Gripton said. 

Another finding was that 


the smaller the community, 
the smaller the chance ul 
finding day care 
Canadian communities of 
5,000 to 10,000 accounted for 
only two per cent of the day¬ 
care centres surveyed, and 
one-quarter of these commu¬ 
nities had no day care at ail. 

The most serious obstacle to 
improving day-care program* 
in Canada ia poorly qualified 
staff, Gripton said 
Although teachers in On¬ 
tario were found to be cunstd- 
erably better qualified, the 
national educational level wav 
low.

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Trudeau Opposes 
Demand Abortion 


SAULT STE MARIE, Out 
ilJPl) Prime Minuter 

Pierre EUiott Trudeau says 
lie personally rejects the wo¬ 
men's liberation slogan “tree 
abortion on demand” because 
he believes anyone should l>e 
accountable for taking a 
human life. 

Answering a question from 
a woman at a “town meet¬ 
ing” here Thursday night, 
Trudeau said practical poll- 
lics made further reforms of 
abortion laws unlikely in the 
present parliamentary ses¬ 
sion. 

Explaining for the first time 
hu own philosophy on the 
abortion question, Trudeau 
said that some killings were 
lustifled, such as in war, hut 
that |»eople should always he 


made to account tor the tak 
mg of a life. 

”1 don’t know if your slop an 
is free abortion on demand, ’ 
he told the woman, who said 
she represented the women's 
liberation movement here. 
"But, it isn’t mine. 

"At some point, you are 
talking about killing a life. I 
am not necessarily shocked 
by killing — It can he Justified 
in situations such as war 
bul when there is doubt I lean 
towards the side of life. 

“It is a question of degree. I 
don’t like killing hut in some 
cases it is justified. But peo¬ 
ple should always he account 
able, in this case the mother 
tor the killing of the fetus I 
think she should have to an¬ 
swer for it.” 

He said the real question in 
the debate should tie to whom

(tie mother was accountable 
to her doctor, a panel of 
doctors or some other authori¬ 
ty 

”1 don’t think you should 
treat it as a question involv¬ 
ing only your own body. The 
fetus is not your body — it is 
someone else's body,” the 
prime minister said. 

Reiterating the official gov¬ 
ernment policy, Trudeau 
noted the present “liliera- 
li/ed” law jiermitting abor¬ 
tions with the approval of a 
panel of doctors was approved 
only after a heated 13-week 
debate In Parliament in 1969. 

He said the government 
would consider further libera¬ 
lization so long as it did not 
involve another “terrible fili¬ 
buster” like the last one. He 
said a one-day debate to test 
the degree of “concensus” in 
Parliament would he held in 
the current session. Such a 
debate was promised in the 
last session, hut never was 
held.

Registration at other uni¬ 
versities was the reason given 
by 235 students, eligible to at¬ 
tend University of Victoria, 
for not going to UVic this 
year was the finding of a sur¬ 
vey made by the university to 
determine why some students 
did not return. 

About 1,000 students were 
surveyed and 613 responded. 

The second most common 
reason given was lack of 
money. About 145 students re¬ 
plied that “insufficient funds" 
was the reason they had not 
returned. 

There w*ere 86 students who 
said their career goals had 
I h inged and 57 said the 
t nurses they desired were not 
offered. 

Some of the students gave 
more than one answer. 

About 54 students replied 
that they were working in¬ 
stead and 28 said that courses 
clashed with their working 
hours. 

Other reasons given were 
disillusionment with the need 
of education for employment. 
31; lack of motivation, 28; and 
marriage, 14. 

Of the 613 who replied, 11 
said they were dissatisfied 
with the administration, six 
were dissatisfied with the fac¬ 
ulty, and two with other stu¬ 
dents. 

Ten students moved away 
from Victoria and another 22 
'aid the$ had decided to go to 
a university or other Institu¬ 
tion closer to home. 

About 65 said they did not 
return because they were tra¬ 
velling, and 15 said they de¬ 
rided to take a year out from 
university.

Quick Surgery Specialty 
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Bootsie’s Unruffled

A $375,000 addition to Queen 
Victoria Hospital that will 
treat a minimum of 3,000 
minor surgical cases a year 
was offlciaUy ojiened Friday 
afternoon. 

It is significant in at least 
two resects: it is Ihe largest 
public expenditure on Greater 
Victoria's general hospitals in 
nearly two years and it will 
care for many of the persons 
now on non urgent waiting 
lists for which some bookings 
are being made 18 months in 
advance. 

The atructure is called the 
ambulatory care unit, meant 
for iiatients who have to be in 
hospital for only one day but 
it has features that will re¬ 
lieve the crowding in Victoria 
General's existing emergency, 
laboratory and x-ray detri¬ 
ment*. 

It is an important addition 
to the hospital in that it will 
accommodate persons sent 
there for blood and urine 
tests Those out-patients now 
will be directed to an office in 
the ambulatory care centre 
instead of the main laboratory 
on the hospital 7 * fifth floor. 

The fifth floor of the main 
hospital also accommodates 
the hospital’s operating room 
suite and the fact that the 
public might walk through 


that area was of great con¬ 
cern. 

The ambulatory care centre 
at the hospital is unique 
among hospitals in B.C., and 
possibly in Canada. Such uni¬ 
queness was one of the wishes 
of the Woodward Foundation, 
which contributed $67,000 to 
ward the cost of equipment. 

The Woodward Foundation 
wanted the hospital to at¬ 
tempt something new in the 
management of short-stay 
surgery and, as a result, the 
unit emerged in its present 
size and design 

The typical patient will be 
someone who has been on an 
elective waiting list. He will 
check into the ambulatory 

care centre between 7:30 and 
9 a.m.. undress and await his 
turn to the o|»erating room. 

Initially, after the centre re¬ 
ceives its first patients on 

March 6, only one of the two 
operating rooms will be in 

use. As the service develops, 
a second operating room will 
lie brought on line. 

With a second operating 

room and a second anaesthe- 
siologut, the workload could 
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increase to about 5,000 sur¬ 
gical cases a year. 

The ambulatory care centre 
also contains treatment rooms 
and cubicles where doctors 
can see patients for proce¬ 
dures that are not possible in 
their offices. 

The centre was officially 
opened by Dr. J. 11. Moore, a 
senior member of the medical 
staff of St. Joseph’s, now 


Queen Victoria General, who 
has practised in Victoria for 
about 60 years.

Hospital Ready for Power Cut 


Royal Jubilee Hospital has 
a large contingency plan for 
emergencies that might arise 
wlien its power is cut off for 
two hours Sunday afternoon 
during a major electrical in¬ 
stallation. 

The rewiring is occurring in 
Uie hospital itself and is ne- 
rehsitated by the installation 
of h standby generator that 
hat nearly tripled Uie output 
ol the present emergency 
plant which kicks in automati¬ 
cally when power fails. 

Hospital officials said there 
was no way of wiring the new 
generator into Jubilee's elec¬ 
trical system without cutting 
off il»e |<>wer to the entire 
iHispital. 

As a result, at 1 p.m. Sun¬ 
day the lights will go out, ttie 
elevators will stop, electrical 
aitplianres in the kitchens will 
c4io| and. most important, the 
monitoring equipment hooked 
into |»atienta will go blank. 


For patients in the intensive 
care unit, electrical wiring 
will lie strung from the out¬ 
side through a window to keep 
the equipment there in ser¬ 
vice. The most critically ill 
persons in the hospital are in 
that ward. 

However, power will he off 
in Uie coronary care unit, 
where patient surveillance de¬ 
pends heavily on electrical de¬ 
vices. The nursing stuff there 
will be extra vigilant. 

Such installations as the 
pumps that provide sucUon 
and air also will tie out of ser¬ 
vice.’Patients needing suction 
equipment, for example, will 
lie attended manually during 
the outuge. 

Other equipment, such as 
certain defibrillators that re¬ 
store the heartbeat, is bat¬ 
tery-powered. which means it 
will not lie affeetd 

While the hospital does n it 
anticipate any call for use of 
its operating rooms during the 


period* of the blackout, it has 
arranged with Veterans, Hos¬ 
pital to have staff there on 
.standby. 

Queen Victoria General also 
is co-operating. Jubilee has 
asked ambulances to take any 
emei-gencies ttiere during Uie 
outage. 

Such systems as the loud¬ 
speaker (laging network at the 
hospital also will lie "down" 
and to compensate for this, 
key staff and interns will be 
carrying beeiiers that are 
part of the telephone system. 

The new $90,000 generator 
has a cu|iucity of 800,000 
watts, adequate enough to

carry the full load of the hos¬ 
pital during a Hydro cut. 

The present emergency 
plant has a capacity of .'UJO.OOO 
watts which did not meet the 
hospital's needs. During an 
outage, only crucial areas of 
the hospital were supplied 
with electricity. 

So much new equipment has 
liecome involved in caring for 
the sick in recent years that 
the hospital's electrical load 
has doubled since 1966.

Here and there, along the length of the 
bed, one or two of the taller specimens 
should be brought forward to create a 
series of hays and to provide a more 
natural and informal effect. 

In this shrub series, I have suggest¬ 
ed a few easy doers among the tall and 
medium-tall kinds. Today I propose 
naming and describing a few inexpen¬ 
sive and easy-to-grow dwarf kinds suit¬ 
able for the front of the shrub Inirder. 

★ ★ ★ 

The smaller kinds of the sweetly 
scented Daphnes are highly suitable for 
this iiosition. Daphne cneorum — pro¬ 
nounced nee-OR-um — is a tipy 
sprawler, only a foot tall by three feet 
across, hearing fragrant rosy pink blos¬ 
soms in May. 

Daphne burkwoodi "Somerset” has a 


more upngfet habit of growth, reaching 
four feet when fully grown and bearing 
a profusion of delicately perfumed pink 
hlossoms in early spring. 

Hypericum calycinum is often called 
Rose of Sharon, although this nickname 
more properly belongs to the hardy 
hihiscua; the generally accepted En¬ 
glish name for Hypericum is St. John's 
Wort. 

* Ar * 

This plant rates a place- in our thruh 
border if only for its very king period of 
bloom. It has a low, spreading habit of 
growth, semi-evergreen foliage, and 
carries its bright yellow blossoms with 
its prominent tassel of stamens all sum¬ 
mer long, from June into September. 
The variety Hirieote is es|iecially good, 
with higger bkissoms and more of 
them, hut it is a little lalier than the 
type plant - up to 4 feet 

Even longer in bloom are (he 
memliers of the Potentilla family - 
very hardy shrubs which, incredibly, 
are first cousins to the common straw¬ 
berry. Two excellent varieties are Klan- 
dyke and Moonlight, with flowers 
shaped like strawberry bkissoms hut 
very much larger, the first in golden 
yellow, the second ui jiale lemon, and 


tsith blooming continuously from late 
spring into October. 

Blue blossom* are not common 
among the dwarf flowering shrubs, but 
a fine deep violet sbada is available in 
Caryopteris "Femdown, ' about 2\% 
feet, blooming in September and Oc¬ 
tober. One of Ferndown's parents, 
Caryopteris clandonensis, is a hit taller, 
3 to 4 feet, producing a mass of fringed 
IKmder blue flowers in the fall, and 
with lovely 6iivery green foliage. 


Most flowering shrubs demand 
lilenty of sunshine to ensure a free-flo¬ 
wering habit, hut given a lightly shaded 
or (tartially shaded location and a lime- 
free soil, just about the ideal front-row 
shrub is the azalea. For one thing, there 
are so many wonderful colors to choose 
from — pink, white, red, salmon, 
orange, yellow and every graduated 
shade of these colors. The Exbury and 
Knapp Hill kinds are expecially good. 

On the other hand, if your shruh 
border is in full sun and with hot, 
dryish soil, the Cistus or Rock Rose is 
the perfect choice amung the dwarf 
shrubs, with almost as wide a variety of 
colors as the azaleas.

VATICAN CITY (UPI) — A 
Ukrainian Roman Catholic 
bishop who spent 13 years in 
prisons and concentration 
camps for his faith rested at 
the Ukrainian University in 
Rome Friday with the man 
who secretly consecrated him 
in the Soviet Union. 

Bishop Vasyl Welychkows- 
kyi, 69. left prison at the end 
of January and came here 
Monday by way of Yugoslavia 
to stay with Cardinal Josyf 
Slipyi, the archbishop major 
and spiritual leader of the 
Ukrainian Roman Catholic 
Church. 

Both men retired to the su¬ 
burban Ukrainian University. 
Sources who saw the white- 
bearded Welychkowskyi de¬ 
scribed him as being in ap¬ 
parently good health but ex¬ 
hausted. 

He completed a three-year 


sentence for Illegal practice of 
religion and was allowed to 
visit a sister in Zagreb, Yu¬ 
goslavia, the sources said. 

It was not clear whether he 
would be allowed to return to 
the Soviet Union after his 
journey to Rome. 

Welychkowskyi earlier com¬ 
pleted a 10-year term in labor 
camps before being secretly 
consecrated bishop by Slipyi. 


"They’re all signs of a 
church doing together those 
things that ought to be done 
together," Watson said. 

"This is only scratching the 
surface, but it is a strong In¬ 
dication of what can be 
achieved. 

"We must reach out to the 
future," he continued. "We 
have been entrusted with a 
ministry that we cannot carry 
out as individuals alone or 
even as communions alone. 
The task is too large, too com¬ 
plex. We must unite with all 
who profess Christ as Lord. 
We must know the needs of 
our community and have a 
plan of attack. We must know 
our local situation and have a 
plan of outreach. 

“I trust that we will be pos¬ 
sessed of a vision of the fu^ 

tlirw '* lllrl in nnnnlnainM 


ture,” he said in conclusion,.* 
"whereby we may know fulfill 
ment through commitment^ 
victory through venture am£ 
accomplishment through ac¬ 
tion."

discernments. The principal 
casualty was Sam Pekinpah 
and his Straw Dogs, which a)- 
most certainly deserved 
something. But the voters 
were obviously not ready to 
lend any kind of endorsement 
to Peckinpah's dark and 
scowling view of human na¬ 
ture. And, as one of the ad¬ 
mirers of his talents, 1 can’t 
quite be outraged by the 
omission. 

One of the encouraging 
signs in this year's nomlna 
tions was the fact that none of 
the 10 nominees for best sup¬ 
porting performances had 
ever been nominated before. 
While these are often new¬ 
comers' categories, there's 


never before been a clean 
sweep. What is suggested is a 
fine selectivity on the part of 
the actors' branch: Spotting 
jierformances rather than 
credits. 

This openness on the part of 
the actors also showed itself 
resoundingly in the best 
actress category, in which the 
only American actress to be 
nominated was the notably 
controversial Jane Fonda. 

In choosing four — count 
'em, four — British actresses, 
the voters bypassed such ad¬ 
mirable American performers 
as Shirley MacLaine (for Des- 
jierate Characters) and Kitty 
Winn for Panic in Needle 
Park. Whatever else is true, 


it's not a set of nomihaUons 
which can be faulted for jingo¬ 
ism. 

What was reassuring, read¬ 
ing about the nominations last 
Tuesday, is that the voters 
seemed to have sidestepped 
some lurking traps. With the 
oonoeivable excaption of 
straw dogs and carnal knowl¬ 
edge, movies whose content 
was strong and sometimes 
distasteful were nevertheless 
rewarded for the skills with 
which the material was pre¬ 
sented. The voters coped with¬ 
out flinching.

Act 


NANAIMO (CP) - Tha new 
Unemployment Insurance Act 
is "cumbersome, unworkable 
and unfair,’’ T. C. Douglas, 
former New Democratic 
Party leader said Friday 
night. 

Douglas, MP for Nanaimo- 
Cowichan-The Isltfhds, told 
the Nanaimo-Duncan Trades 
and Labor Council that the 
old act insured a worker 
against unemployment, but 
the new one insures him 
against interruption of earn¬ 
ing* by reason of unemploy¬ 
ment, which is, In effect, ap¬ 
plying the means test princi¬ 
ple to unemployment insur¬ 
ance. 

The old act said If you were 
unemployed, you can get ben- 
efiti, but "the new act sayt: 
‘if you’re unemployed and 
broke, you can get benefits,’ ” 
he said. 

Benefits hinge on earnings 
and earnings in the new act 
huve been defined by order-in¬ 
council, said Douglas. Earn¬ 
ings now include holiday and 
statutory pay. 

He said a worker must 
prove he has no money com¬ 
ing in before he can collect 
benefits. 

"It's discrimination of the 
worst kind. We’ve got to mo¬ 
bilize a campaign to put the 
Unemployment Insurance Act 
back where it was." 

Referring to the new In¬ 
come Tax Act, Douglas said 
that the $151) employment ex¬ 
pense deduction a year, 
"looks fine until you examine 
the small print, then you find 
that unemployment contribu¬ 
tions deducted by the employ¬ 
er are now considered em¬ 
ployee inoome.” 

He said this will add some 
$80 million a year to tax reve¬ 
nue.

A mimic could do a 
takeoff on Jack Nicholson, for 
instance, but who would care? 
Has a mimic ever done Rob¬ 
ert Redford in Butch Cassidy 
and the Sundance Kid? 

Now that I think of it. I 
don’t recall ever seeing an 
impression of Paul Newman 


from that movie or any other. 
A fine actor, Paul Newsman, 
and a forceful personality and 
he’s been around. But the 
mimics inevitably give him a 
pass. Why is that, anyway? 

It’s a fascinating field, the 
dark art of mimicry, and 
there are undoubtedly more 
capable practitioners around 
than ever before. It is also a 
surefire gambit. Audiences 
won’t tolerate a bad singer 
but they delight in even the 
worst of the comic impres¬ 
sionists. I have no idea why 
that is so but it is. 

Every few years, it seems, 
a new breakthrough occurs 
among the impressionists. 
Dean Murphy was one of the 
first with his deadly accurate 
takeoff on Franklin Roosevelt, 
with cigarette in holder and 
the lofty Groton-Harvard 
speech mannerisms. 


Working Man 

Canadian country singer 
Stompin’ Tom Connors spent 
10 years working in different 
parts of Canada at a variety 
of jobs — farm laborer, tobac¬ 
co picker, coal boat seaman, 
truck driver — which have 
given him the ideas for many 
of his songs. 


The mimics did Ronald Col- 
man and James Cagney and 
Edward G. Robinson. (Bo¬ 
gart, surprisingly, became a 
favorite for impressionists not 
wfien he was playing the 
gangster roles, which they in¬ 
evitably do, but in his later 
years. George Raft played 
even more gangster parts but 
the mimics, curiously, ig¬ 
nored him.) 

George Kirby came along 
with his vivid portraits of Joe 
Louis and Pearl Bailey. 
Sammy Davis Jr., brilliant 
with voices, was doing Sinatra 
and Billy Eckstine and 
Jimmy Stewart (an old reli¬ 
able) and Jerry Lewis and, of 
course, Cagney as well. 

Will Jordan broke through 
in the 1950s with his Ed Sulli¬ 
van, which was an oddity sim¬ 
ply because until then nobody 
ever thought of Sullivan as a 
subject Vaughn Meader's 
JFK on The First Family 
Album w-as the next 
breakthrough. Frank Gorshin 
followed with his Kirk Doug¬ 
las and Burt Lancaster. 

And soon there was Rich 


Little, basically a voice man, 
doing Jack Lemmon and Jack 
Benny and a superb W. C. 
Fields. John Bynner added 
George Jessel and Ozzie Nel¬ 
son, of all people. 

Still another barrier was 
cracked when David Frye, in 
the late 1960s, emerged with a 
storehouse of political impres¬ 


sions — Nelson Rockefeller, 
Dean Rusk, William F. Buck- 
ley, a chirp and ebullient Hu¬ 
bert Humphrey, a sly Lyndon 
Johnson and, of course, his 
scathing caricature of Rich¬ 
ard Nixon, which could have 
been borrowed from a Herb- 
lock cartoon. 

"It’s something I hear in 


my head.” Frye said once, 
explaining his craft, "and 
then I seem to literally trans¬ 
form myself into someone 
else." 

It is. as I say. a dark art, 
this business of literally trans¬ 
forming oneself into someone 
else. It is strangely mystical 
and shadowy and intriguing.

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A Look at What’s Coming Up in 1972-73 Season

It's only the end at Febru¬ 
ary but already the three U.S. 
networks are pretty aure 
what programs will be on 
their regular schedules when 


the 1972-73 season starts next 
September. 

By now. basing their deci¬ 
sions on ratings from last 
September to mid-January 
the networks have p retty well 
picked what shows won’t be 
renewed. 


The two things that are not 
yet definite are what shows 
will replace them and where 
each regular show wfl] be 
placed. That’s why the net¬ 
works will not announce until 
anywhere from iate March to 
early May their lodked-up 
schedules for the new season. 
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Apart from the programs 
that died this past midseason, 
like Bearcats and Anthony 
Quinn, many regulars are ru¬ 
mored heading for the ashcan 
and two of them are veterans 
— My Three Sans and Be¬ 
witched. 


Others are Medical Centre. 
Mary Tyler Moore, Room 222, 
Brady Bunch and Dean Mar¬ 
tin while shows like Owen 
Marshall, Mod Squad, Love 
American Style, Sanford and 
Son and Cade's County are 
likely to follow.

Color special at 8 p.m. next Friday on Channels 2 
and 6 has been described by the CBC as “the first 
glimpse non-Muslims will have” of the topic: Mecca, 
the Forbidden City. The special will be far different 
from the program that usually occupies that time 
slot—Laugh-In. 


James Garner’s Nichols al¬ 
ready has been cancelled 
after this season and the rest 
of the rumored or definite vic¬ 
tims include Alias Smith and 
Jones, The Persuaders, 
O’Hara. Amie. Me and the 
Chimp, James Stewart, 
Emergency. Don Rickies, 
Longstreet. Sixth Sense, the 
ABC Comedy Hour, two or 
three of the made-for-TV 
movies and the McCloud and 
McMillan parts at NBCs Mys¬ 
tery Movie. 

Some of those may be saved 
at the last minute although 
it's not likely, is the networks 
changed days of programs in 
an effort to save either the 
program or the day. Others 
which seem safe could be can¬ 
celled although the only show 
in that category at last report 
was Courtship d Eddie's Fa¬ 
ther. 

Any program not mentioned 
in the last three paragraphs is 
expected to be back and 
mam- already have won re¬ 
newals. A few are: Laugh-In, 
Bonanza. Bodd Ones, World of 
Disney. Ironside. The FBI, 
Cannon, Flip Wilson. Marcus 
Welby and. to the surprise erf 
no one. All in the Family.

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Any gaps that re mam are 
liable to be filled with hour- 
long “dramas’’ that grow out 
of made-for-TV movies shown 
in the past season. 

The strongest trend in that 
field has been to what show 
biz calls “creature features.'' 
known by ordinary viewers as 
horror movies or shockers. 
The highest rating ever won 
by a made-for-TV movie went 
in January to The Night 
Stalker, wherein Darren Mc- 
Gavin chased a vampire 
around Las Vegas. 

Whatever the networks do 
choose, the trend seems to be 
away from law-and-order 
■hows other than the tough 
private eye and also away 
from anthologies like Mystery 
Movie and westerns — there 
wasn’t one new western on 
any network last tall. 

The Federal Com- 
mumcations Commission's 
prime time access rule, which 
reduced time by SO minutes 
each evening last fall, be¬ 
comes firm next September 
but Its only real effect on the 
l gt w ork schedules may be to 
cane a few moves of regulars 
to other days. 

The main result wall be in 
the non-network time. Reruns 
were allowed for this season 
only; as of next September, 
stations can fill their extra 
tflma only with newly-produced 
programs. 

Such syndicated favorites 
as LawTence Welk, Hee Haw 
and the David Frost Revue 
are sure to return. Most of the 
newcomers probably will be 
inexpensive game shows like 
revivals of I’ve Got a Secret. 

The outlook for next season, 
then, appears to be almost a 
carbon copy of the present 
one. The networks won’t say 
for sure until the spring but 
anyone who wanted to put in 
a plug for a show on the 
shaky lost should be advised 
ifa too late — the basic deci¬ 
sions have already been

d-iubts and fears” of video 
execut-ves and powerful ad¬ 
vertisers. Ironically — but 
quite understandably — these 
top decisionmakers are as in¬ 
sistent on physical \idence as 
they are resistant to intellec¬ 
tual conflict.

The best look yet at Vic¬ 
toria’s 1371 Swiftsure yacht 
race can be expected when 
KOMO. Channel 4 In Seattle 
shows aa Exploration North 
west special on the event at 7 
p.m. Tuesday. 

For those with rfiort mem¬ 
ories. more than 150 sailboats 
left Victoria harbor last sum¬ 
mer for the moat demanding 
of all yacht races in the Paci¬ 
fic Nort h w est — 132 miles to 
the Swiftsure lightship in the 
open ocean and return. 

The reasons were winds 


blowing 35 to 40 miles an 
hour, rough seas and the 
ever-pr ese nt riptides. It took 
35 hours for the first boat to 
get back to Victoria and 
many others turned back, with 
an estimated dozen winding 
up with broken masts. 

Exploration Northwest had 
a camera aboard the Vibocco, 
which KOMO says was the 
only powerboat to brave the 
heavy seas. 

Most exciting footage is 
said to be of the Six Pack of 
Oregon, the vessel on 
AbouTVs front cover, which 


made a drastic recovery 
after its 52-foot mast broke in 
half near Race Rocks, only an 
hour out of Victoria and not 
even into the open sea. 

While most of the half-hour 
film is of yachts in positions 
from straight up to heeled 
over, there are also films of 
pre-race festivities in the 
Inner Harbor and race watch¬ 
ing at the Royal Victoria 
Yacht Club.

Peter Lorre in M. Fritz 
Lang’s 1931 classic about a 
psychopathic child-killer, 
whisteled in the Hall of the 
Mountain King from Greig's 
Peer Gynt suite every time be 
prepared to mutilate another 

And there are many more 
examples leading up to Laird 


Cregar’s last mad-kiDer film 
m IMS, wherein he continues 
to play his concerto as the 
burning concert haO collapses 
around him. The name of the 
movie skips ray mind hot it 
doesn’t really matter. 

Then came Columbia's deci¬ 
sion to turn the life of Chopin 
into a movie, Seng to Re¬ 
member. It was a hit and, far 
the first time, showed a clas¬ 
sical-music character who 
may have been a bit twisted 
but at least wasn’t the villain. 

As movies became more re¬ 
alistic hi the age of TV, clas¬ 
sical music largely was for¬ 
gotten as a tip to the killer. 
Instead, Brahms’ first piano 
concert (L-Shaped Room) and 
other pieces of musk were 


used effectively *as back¬ 
ground and all sorts of 
Mahler music made Visconti’s 
Death in Venice - the Mahler 
’’Story” — a better film. 

There was even a sign that 
cl as si cal musk was a good 
thing when Stanley Kubrick 
used Strauss (Richard and Jo¬ 
hann) tidbits for 3001. 

But in a recent Colombo ep¬ 
isode on NBCs Mystery

The combined opposition In 
the B.C. legislature defied 
Premier Bennett's attempt to 
ram through the attorney- 
general's department spend¬ 


ing estimates in the early 
morning hours Friday, forc¬ 
ing the longest sitting in the 
province’* history. 

The marathon sitting wns 
highlighted by the expulsion 
of veteran MLA, Leo Nlmsick 
(NDP Kootenay), which took

Its original purpose was to 
remind the nlghtwatchman 
on the tower to sound the bel 
or blow the horn at hourly in¬ 
tervals.

Another exquisite piece for 
enthusiasts is the replica of a 
wooden clock — driven by 
stone weights, the dial, frame, 
whels, spindles and governor 
beam are made of wood.

Registration at other uni¬ 
versities was the reason given 
by 235 students, eligible to at¬ 
tend University of Victoria, 
for not going to OTic this 
year was the finding of a sur¬ 
vey made by the university to 
determine why some students 
did not return. 

About 1,000 students were 
surveyed and 613 responded. 

The second most common 
reason given was lack of 
money. About 145 students re¬ 
plied that "insufficient funds" 
was the reason they had not 
returned. 

There were 86 students who 
said their career goals had 
changed and 57 said the 
courses they desired were not 
offered. 

Some of the students gave 
more than one answer. 

About 54 students replied 
that they were working in¬ 
stead and 28 said that courses 
clashed with their working 
hours. 

Other reasons given were 
disillusionment with the need 
of education for employment. 
.11; lack of motivation, 28; and 
marriage, 14. 

Of the 613 who replied. 11 
said they were dissatisfied 
with the administration, six 
were dissatisfied with the fac¬ 
ulty, and two with other stu¬ 
dents. 

Ten students moved away 
from Victoria and another 22 
said they had decided to go to 
a university or other institu¬ 
tion closer to home. 

About 65 said they did not 
return because they were tra¬ 
velling, and 15 said they de¬ 
cided to take a year out from 
university. 



$375,000 Hospital Addition 


Quick Surgery Specialty

A 3375,000 addition to Queen 
Victoria Hospital that will 
treat a minimum of 3.000 
minor surgical cases a year 
was officially opened Friday 
afternoon. 

It is significant in at least 
two respects: it is the largest 
public expenditure on Greater 
Victoria's general hospitals in 
nearly two years and it will 
care for many of the persons 
now on nonurgent waiting 
lists for which some bookings 
are being made 18 months in 
advance. 

The structure is called the 
ambulatory, caw unit, meant 
for patie.its who have to be in 
hospital for only one day but 
it has features that will re¬ 
lieve the crowding in Victoria 
General's existing emergency, 
laboratory and x-ray depart¬ 
ments. 

It is an important addition 
to the hospital in that it will 
accommodate persons sent 
there for blood and urine 
tests. Those out-|>attenti now 
will be directed to an office in 
the ambulatory care centre 
instead of the main laboratory 
on the hospital's fifth floor. 

The fifth floor of the main 
hospital also accommodates 
the hospital’s operating rpom 
suite and the fact thkt the 
public might walk through 


that area was of great con¬ 
cern. 

The ambulatory care centre 
at the hospital is unique 
among hospitals in B.C., and 
possibly in Canada. Such uni¬ 
queness was one of the wishes 
of the Woodward Foundation, 
which contributed $67,000 to¬ 
ward the cost of equipment. 

The Woodward Foundation 
wanted the hospital to at¬ 
tempt something new in the 
manage ment of short-stay 
surgery and, as a result, the 
unit emerged in its present 
size and design. 

The typical patient will be 
someone who has been on an 
elective waiting list. He will 
check into the ambulatory 
care centre between 7:30 and 
9 a.m.. undress and await his 
turn to the operating room. 

Initially, after the centre re¬ 
ceives its first patients on 
March 6, only one of the two 
operating rooms will be in 
use. As the service develops, 
a second o^rating room will 
be brought on line. 

With a second operating 
room and a second anaesthe- 
siologist, the workload could 


increase to about 5,000 sur¬ 
gical cases a year. 

The ambulatory care centre 
also contains treatment rooms 
and cubicles where doctors 
can see patients for proce¬ 
dures that are not possible in 
their offices. 

The centre was officially 
0|>ened by Dr. J. H. Moore, n 
senior member of the medical 
staff of St. Joseph's, now

Hospital Ready for Power Cut 


Royal Jubilee Hospital has 
a large contingency plan for 
emergencies that might arise 
when Its power is cut off for 
two hours Sunday afternoon 
during a major electrical in¬ 
stallation. 

The rewiring is occurring in 
the hospital itself and is ne¬ 
cessitated by the installation 
of a standby generator that 
has nearly tripled the output 
of the present emergency 
plant which kicks in automati¬ 
cally when power falls. 

Hospital officials said there 
was no way of wiring the new 
generator into Jubilee's elec¬ 
trical system without cutting 
off the power to the entire 
hospital. 


For patients in the intensive 
care unit, electrical wiring 
will be strung from the out* 
sid<*through a window to keep, 
the equipment there in ser¬ 
vice. The most critically ill 
f>ersons in the hospital are in 
that ward. 


As a result, at 1 p.m. Sun¬ 
day the lights will go out, the 
elevators will stop, electrical 
appliances in the kitchens will 
cool and, most important, the 
monitoring equipment booked 
into patients will go blAnk. 


However, power will be off 
in the coronary care unit, 
where patient surveillance de¬ 
pends heavily on electrical de¬ 
vices. The nursing staff there 
will be extra vigilant. 

Such installations as the 
pumps that provide suction 
and air also will be out of ser¬ 
vice. Patients needing suction 
equipment, for example, will 
be attended manually during 
the outage. 

Other equipment, such as 
certain defibrillators that re¬ 
store the heartbeat, is bat¬ 
tery-powered. which means it 
will not i>e affeetd. 

While the hospital does not 
anticipate any call for use of 
its operating rooms during the 


period of the blackout, it has 
arranged with Veterans, Hos¬ 
pital to have staff there on 
standby. 

Queen Victoria General also 
is co-operating. Jubilee has 
asked ambulances to take any 
emergencies tliere during the 
outage. 

Such systems as the loud¬ 
speaker paging network at the 
hospital also will he "down" 
and to compensate for this, 
key staff and Interns will be 
carrying »>eepera that are 
part of the telephone system. 

The new $90,000 generator 
has a capacity of 800,000 
watts, adequate enough to 


carry the full load of the hos¬ 
pital during a Hydro cut. 

The present emergency 
plant has a capacity of 300,(NH) 
watts which did not meet the 
hospital's needs. During an 
outage, only crucial areas of 
the hospital were supplied 
with electricity. 

So much new equipment has 
become involved in caring for 
the sick in recent years that 
the hospital’s electrical load 
has doubled since 1966.

VANCOUVER (CP) Deck 
•ion was reserved Friday In a 
test case by seven firms 
challenging the validity of 
British Columbia government 
legislation banning the adver¬ 
tising of liquor and tobacco. 

Mr. Justice E. K. Hinkson 
of B.C* Supreme Court, con¬ 
cluding four days of technical 
legal argument, said It would 
be some time before he 
reached u decision. 

Four national tobacco com¬ 
panies and three publishing 
firms brought the action 
against attorney-general Les¬ 
lie Peterson, charging that 
the Tobacco Advertising Re¬ 
straint Act and amendments 
lo the Liquor Control Act, 
which took effect Sept. 1, 1971, 
exceed the authority of tiie 
provincial Legislature. 

The companies seek a de¬ 
claratory judgment that the 
legislation is invalid because 
it invudes the federal field of 
criminal law, encroaches on 
freedoprt of speech, threatens 
interprovtncial trade and de¬ 
nies companies the right to 
maintain their identity 
through trademarks. 


Concluding Ins argument on 
behalf of the attorney-general, 
Victoria lawyer Lloyd McKen¬ 
zie said tiie statutes which 
ouUhw Uauuixgnd tobacco ad¬ 
vertising in newspapers, mag¬ 
azines and on billboards may 
lie “harsh,” but lie could not 
find “any aspects of discrimi¬ 
nation." 

McKenzie noted that Doug¬ 


las Brown, a lawyer for Uie 
plaint Ills, argued that the leg¬ 
islation would hurt Maclean’s, 
a national magazine published 
monthly in Toronto by 
McLean-1 lunter Ltd., one of 
the plaintiffs. 

Certainly the legislation 
might cause the magazine to 
lose advertising revenue, Mc¬ 
Kenzie said, but tiie same was 


hap|>ening to newspapers and 
magazines published in Uril 
Ish Columbia. 

Out-of-province publications 
containing liquor and tobacco 
ads have sold In B.C. since 
the legislation took effect, but 
most newspapers and maga¬ 
zines published in the prov¬ 
ince have observed Uie ban. 

Challenging the legislation 
are Benson and Hedges Cana¬ 
da Ltd., Imperial Tobacco 
Product* Ltd., Macdonald To¬

LONDON (CP) - Striking 
miners agreed Friday to end 
their strike of almost seven 
weeks, clearing the w*ay for a 
gradual end to the paralysing 
shortage of coal and electrici¬ 
ty in Britain.
